The career of Sickles since the tragedy 
and trial has been most honorable and 
distinguished. At the beginning of 
civil war he ralsed the Excelsior bri- 
gade in New York. The president ap- 
pointed him a brigadier general. The ap- 
pointment was ,rejected by the senate, 
but confirmed when made the second 
time. General Sickles commanded a 
brigade near Richmond in 1862, a division 
at Antietam, and a corps at Chancellors- 
ville, in 1863. While in command of the 
Third corps at Gettysburg he lost a leg. 
During the reconstruction period he was 
at the head of the second military dis-| 
trict, comprising the Carolinas, but, 
siding with congress against President 
Johnson, was removed. In 1869 he was 
retired with the full rank of major gen- 
eral. We declined missions to the Nether. 
lands and Mexico, but accepted the min- 
istry to Spain, where he represented this 
country from. 1869 to 1873. While at the 
court of Madrid he marrieq a Spanisn 
lady. After-retiring from diplomatic life, 
General Sickles was president of the New 
York civil service commission, and was 
dheriff of New York county in 1890. He 
returned to Washington in 1893 as a 
representative in the fifty-third congress, 
any served algo in the fifty-fourth. He 
now lHves in New York City at 23 Fifth 
avenue. 

It ig worthy of note that two large bio- 
graphical dictionaries, in eKetching the 
career of General Sickles, omit any men- 
tion of the killing of Key. These works 
are Lamb's Blographica] Dictionary of 
the United States and the National Cv- 
clopedia of American Biography. 

The parallel between the Sickles case 
and the killing of Stanford White by 
Thaw is astonishingty close, the chief 
difference being that in the earlier trag- 
edy both parties had demonstrated their 
worth to the world, while in the latter 
a man of achievement wag killed by a 
person who has been of no benefit to 
anybody.

FRESH AIR FOR MINE ¥ WORKERS 


A New Respiratory Apparatus Tried 
in France. 


(From L’IHustration.) 

Society of Mines at <ourrieres has 
underatken in shaft No. 4 a. serfes 
of experiments with a new respiratory 
apparatus called pneumatogen. Bvery 
apparatus designeu for allowing the stay 
in a deleterious environment must fulfill 
three essential conditions; exclusive com- 
munication of the respiratory organs 
with a reservoir of respmrable gas: to- 
gether with a light weight, eufficient 
capacity of this reservoir to supply a 
man for a certain time; elimination < 
the exipired carbonic acid, which would 
poison the pure ai¥r. 

The pneumatogen, which seems happily 
to realize these.three condi is baséd 
upon the method of the renewal] of viti- 
ated air devised several years ago by 
M. George F. Joutert. It consists of

Alabastine is ground from pure alabaster 
rock, carefully treated with heat to expel’ 
all impurities, then ground and put into 
hermetically sealed packages. By adding 
clear cold water, a solution is made that 
is not only beautiful in coloring, but ab- 
solutely pure and antiseptic in fits effeci. 
Other tinted materials are made from 
whitings, clays and others, which fs stuck 
to the wall by the addition of glue 

The glue being made from animal

'A New World Language 


Without Grammare-May 


Be Learned in Dozen Lessons, Yet Is Perfect 
and Capable of Expressing All Conceptions.

mated that nearly two hundred such 
languages have been composed, but the 
only ones which have ever attained any- 
thing like universal recognition are 
well-known Volapuk, which between 1885 
and 1890 numbered about one million ad.- 
herents scattered all over the globe, and 
the more recent Esperanto. On 
'Of its inherent defects and the 
dogmatism of its inventor, the Rev. Mr 
Schleyer, who was opposed to al] im- 
provements and simplifications, Volapuk , 
was abandoned so cOmpletely that today. 
only one little newspaper, publisiyd in 
Austria leads the ,forlorn hope 
has remained faithful to this truly 
markable language. 4 
The latest attempt and the one which 
bids fair to be final, is Esperanto, so 
called by its author, Dr. Zamenhof, a 
Russian physician, who under this pseu- 
donym published scientific articles before 
he became famous as the Inventor of an 
artificial language. Zamenhof, like 
predecessors in the same fleld, was struck
